Suspend the further issue of Licences for the Sale of a.d. 1893. 
Intoxicating Liquors in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
■with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act shall extend to Ireland only, and may he cited as the Application 

New Licences Act (Ireland), 1893. ^ e> ahort 

2. Prom and after the first day of November one thousand eight Licences 
hundred and ninety-four no licence shall be granted for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors unless the applicant shall obtain the extinction except in 
10 or surrender of a licence or licences attached to existing licensed certaui caaes ‘ 
premises situate within the same city, town, or petty sessions 
district, and valued in the aggregate under the L*ish Valuation 
Acts at not less than — 

Fifty pounds within the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, 

15 the township of Clontarf, and the city of Belfast as defined 
by the Redistribution of Seats Act, 1885 ; 

Thirty pounds in the cities of Cork, Limerick, and Water- 
ford ; 

Twenty pounds in the cities or towns of Galway, Londonderry, 

20 Newry, Kilkenny, Wexford, Dundalk, Drogheda, Lisburn, 

Lurgan, and Carrickfergus ; 

Twelve pounds in all other places. 

3. Nothing in this Act shall apply to the renewal or transfer Renewals, 
of licences, nor affect the grant or renewal of licences in respect 
25 of licensed premises in which structural alterations or extensions not affected, 
have taken place or are proposed to he made. 

4. The expression “licence” shall not include a wholesale beer Definitions, 
dealer’s licence, or an occasional licence, but shall include an 
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A.D. 1893. excise licence ; and these and all other expressions in this Act 
shall have respectively the same meanings as in the Licensing 
Acts (Ireland), 1872 and 1874, and this Act shall he construed 
with the said Acts. 
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
